Examiner would lil<e to tlianl< Applicant for tal<ing the time to review the 
amendment over the phone, in order to clarify issues regarding claim 
dependency. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10, 12-23, and 25-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1,14 and 29 as amended recite the unique feature of a 
return lip and a return member, attached to a vibration exciter. The closest prior 
art (Graetz U.S. 2004/0240687) does not teach or suggest a return lip or 
member. Furthermore, the rejection of claims 10-1 1 and 22, and 24, under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph has been overcome by Applicant's amendment, 
due to the correction in dependency of claims 10 and 22, suggested by 
Examiner. The amendment to claim 29 also overcomes the indefiniteness 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph.
